stated, all plants (except Epiphyllums) 
are beds. The beds are situated either side 
the center walk which runs the length the 
greenhouse, and they are arranged afford 
indentations along the inner boundaries the 
beds enabling reach any plant the ex- 
treme outer edges the house any corner. 
The beds are bounded inch wide metal 
strips which have been treated with creosote 
paint; and about one inch more these 
strips protrudes above the ground level, divid- 
ing the soil the beds from the crushed stone 
the walks. Except for those which need 
little shade, low plants are planted furthest 
South, taller and branched specimens back 
them—to the North—so that the plants not 
shade each other. Stones have been placed be- 
tween the plants conserve moisture. 


SOIL 

Except for the Epiphyllums which are the 
recommended mixture, all plants beds have 
been given soil which, far know, no- 
body else has ever tried. consists mixture 
70% clean, screened sand (the largest peb- 
bles still able pass through quarter-inch 
screen), and leafmold equal added 
the aggregate from percent fine char- 


coal. this added stirred the sur- 
face after the plants are situated, quantity 
Soil Conditioner. This reddish- 
brown, fine substance which looks somewhat 
like some the desert soil seen parts the 
southwest and supposed high min- 
eral content.

This mixture constitutes the upper inches 
soil the beds, below that inches more the 
recommended cactus soil with good sprinkling 
crushed stone added help with drainage. 
Below that found our native subsoil which 
sandy, somewhat yellow, but doubt lacking 
appreciable food value. Drainage good 
our place with such fine but sandy soil. 
The mixture sand and leafmold has grown 
plants well when further plant food was 
added solution otherwise. get around 
before the summer over, mixture 
bone and blood meal will stirred in. Last 
season used Plant-Chem salts solution for 
food—a mixture chemical salts, proportioned 
and manufactured the University Hydro- 
ponic Service Berkeley, California. worked 
fine but this year wanted cut down work 
and used Vigoro; however, I’m now going back 
the Plant-Chem salts before more damage 
done the Vigoro. 
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EXPOSURE 

The chosen location for this greenhouse 
place where maximum sun and minimum shade 
found our rather wooded place. There 
are small trees the west, but far enough away 
prevent them from shading the plants except 
the winter when the sun gets low. This loca- 
tion about 125 feet from the house and 
close could get without sacrificing sunlight. 


RESULTS 


There was amazing improvement the 
flowering results after last low tem- 
perature and that this kind dor- 
mancy produces flowers that otherwise would 
never borne. There were hundreds flowers 
but, course, not all the recommended easy-to- 
flower plants flowered. Yet, good large propor- 
tion them did. doubt, have failed get 
flowers many plants due the excessive heat 
the glasshouse this spring. hope over- 
come that better ventilation this fall and 
next spring. sure that many more buds 
plants blighted than the number flowers 
which were produced. Some plants 
blighted all their buds and some have continued 
blight them all summer, since the house was 
taken away. going have experiment 
these plants see what can done pre- 
vent this, for, most exasperating see 
every new bud blight before even reaches 
half maturity. cannot understand why that 
should happen,. Perhaps fancy cultural methods 
cause more trouble than ordinary treatment. 

for the plants whose buds now continue 
blight the absence glass which would 
cause excessive heat, suspect that the cause 
deficient otherwise improper nutrition. 
might also that these plants not like our 
particular climatic changes which, sometimes, 
are quite sudden. may also that, time, 
these plants which tend blight, will establish 
themselves this peculiar climate and flower 
normal way like the others. 


PARTICULAR RESULTS FROM THE DIFFERENT 
GENERA 


Echinopsis: Except for imperialis* hort. and 
had flowers all mature plants. There are probably 
dozen different ones, including few hybrids, that 
are mature plants. flowered the best, has had 
buds coming practically all the time since May; and 
the hybrids, too, are equally good was 
dantha.

never before seen. Fertilizer helps lot these plants. 

Echinocereus: Only fair average but very 
poor far each individual plant representation 
concerned. None sarissiphorus, fendleri, triglo- 
chidiatus, delaetii, but davisii and another green- 
flowered species had many flowers. 
perbellus, papillosus, fitchii, knippelianus, 
pulchellus and several other unidentified species bore 
from one four flowers each. melanocentrus* 
has borne flowers time about three 
occasions this summer. Year after year, 
pentalophus blights its buds for me. This annoy- 
ing because have seen single stems this plant bear 
flowers hot and humid greenhouses. salm-dyck- 
ianus blighted two. However gratifying fendleri 
which, for the last two three years, has flowered 
beautifully. longispinus also flowers reliably each 
year. 

Trichocereus: One flower shaferi; all others 
blighted.

Capricorne var. senilis has favorite 
flower, but they don’t come often for 
glabrescens and asterias which all appear 
about the same rate.

HOW THE CENTURY-PLANT GOT ITS 
NAME 


Russian folk-tale which appeared 
Godey’s Magazine, April, 1898 


About two centuries ago, Russian nobleman 
traveling Mexico saw and admired the 
maguey plant, which native Mexico. 
Every part this plant today utilized. Acres 
after acres are planted the Mexican farmers. 
From the leaves parchment was formerly 
made; but now the leaves are made into rope, 
kind coarse matting which the lower classes 
use lieu other bedding. Huts are thatched 
with the leaves.

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cider, and called forms the na- 
tional drink the lower classes. its native 
country the Mexican maguey plant blooms every 
seven years, But our story.

So, when leaving Mexico procured some 
roots take home the Czar present. 
his first visit Court, after reached 
the capital city, told the wonderful plant 
and asked permission the Czar present 
him the specimens which had. The Czar 
graciously granted his request and gave the 
roots the Court gardener, who promised 
give the plants his best attention; but, unfor- 
tunately, before could plant them properly, 
intended, was taken suddenly ill and 
died without having accomplished anything. 

Another gardener was appointed. the mean- 
time the roots lay the sack which they were 
first placed. The new gardener, not knowing 
their value, threw the sack away, and lay un- 
heeded corner the garden day after day. 
Sometime afterward his little daughter picked 
one the roots and, playful mood, 
planted it, but paid further attention. The 
Czar had forgotten all about it. course 
time the ruler died and also the second gardener. 

The plant after years put out few spikes 
for leaves, but did not thrive the cold air 
Russia. grew very slowly and its origin was 
not known anyone save the wife the for- 
mer gardener, and the child that planted it. 

Years passed, and still the strange plant, with 
its thick, long, straight leaves, now nearly six 
feet tall, did not bloom, but grew taller 
attracted notice, and the new Czar sometimes 
looked it, and wondered would ever 
bloom. time he, too, died, and still the 
maguey bloomed not. 

But just after the coronation another Czar, 
stalk shot from the root the plant and 
rapidly grew the height twenty feet. Soon 
many clusters small buds appeared, which 
slowly unfolded and became white blossoms. 
The wonderful plant had bloomed last! The 
gardener said was hundred years old and 
had bloomed honor the new Czar. Word 
was sent him, and and his whole Court 
visited and admired the flowers and the plant. 

The poor exile from the sunny skies Mexi- 
had earned its reward and new name, for 
ever since that day has been known 
Century Plant.”

PENICILLIN USE PLANT DISEASE 
CONTROL TOLD 
From Los Angeles Times 

TUCSON (Ariz.) Sept. 23. his 
life Dr. James Brown, head the plant pathology 
department the University Arizona, has been 
working with minute and perverse organisms. Now 
says that never knew what perversity was until 
started penicillium notatum, the mold that pro- 
duces the modern wonder drug penicillin. 

their manufacture crude penicillin Dr. Brown 
and his assistants have solved many the 
peculiar habits but are still puzzled others. Some 
their failures were accounted for when they deter- 
mined that the cultures refused when 
warmer than deg. Arrangements were made 
keep them constant temperature 70, which 
they exude their maximum clear, yellowish liquid. 

Earlier workers thought that deep, amber color 


indicated strength penicillin. That hue has nothing 
with it, Dr. Brown finds. the liquid looks 
like weak tea, even has color all, likely 
have more than decidedly yellow.

“The night-blooming Cerei are still coming with 
their gorgeous blossoms, and for your pleasure I'd 
like record description the spiniest Eriocereus 
that condescended bloom for for the first time 
last month. This particular species hails from Argen- 
tina and known Eriocereus tortuosus or, you 
prefer Britton and Rose fan, then you should 
call Harrisia tortuosa. The stems this cactus 
grow erect first, but when they reach certain size 
their weight causes them arch grow pro- 
cumbent position. Mature stems our specimen 
measure about two and one-half inches diameter 
and the few low ribs possess large gray areoles from 
which issue number various sized radials (up 
number) and one central spine inches 
length. Its flowers are white and nocturnal but 
will remain fully open cool cloudy days for several 
hours after sunrise. The flowers attain size about 
inches and when fully opened are about inches 
wide. The ovary comparatively small, being less 
than inch long, quite tuberculate, deep grape green 
darker color, covered with small, triangularly 
lance-shaped, corinthian purple scales bearing whitish 
hair their axils. The flower-tube and its so-called 
throat are slightly lighter color but often furrowed 
and faintly tinged with purple the outside, about 
inches long and bearing longer, corinthian scales 
which also have whitish hair their axils. The 
throat scales are linear lanceolate, less bright colored, 
inches long and gradually merge with the 
outer perianth segments. The sepals outer perianth 
segments are linear oblong outline, with 
acute apex, glass green the base, nearly white 
through the center and usually pinkish along the 
margins. The inner perianth segments petals 
are obovate outline, white color except for 
greenish base, and slightly shorter than the sepals. 
Stamens are series, their filaments being glass 
green the lower portion, nearly white above, the 
anthers maize yellow. The style turtle green crowned 
with chartreuse yellow stigma 
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destructive disease the common introduced 
prickly pear Hawaii (Opuntia megacantha) was te- 
cently discussed The Hawaiian Planters’ Record 
(vol. 48, No. 1944) and may prove solution for 
the eradication the plants, they are 
called the natives, where this cactus serious 
pest. This parasitic fungus, unnamed variety 
Fusarium oxysporum, will welcomed the locali- 
ties where the detested weed encroaching upon large 
areas fertile land, only possible means 
restricting its spread.

299-316, June, 1944) and result this investiga- 
tion has found support his contention that the 
areole best regarded axillary bud, growing 
persistent leaf base, and that its appendages 
should regarded the morphological equivalents 
leaves. From this also follows that spines and 
glochids can homologized with bud scales. Boke 
has been scientifically interested succulents for 
long time, but also enjoys them the 
sense, having grown them small scale 
apartment, where his dutiful wife now faithfully 
manages them during his absence.
